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THE GARDEN. 
KITCHEN GARDEN. : 

Wheel manure upon vacant ground when the wouther is frosty, so 
that the walks may not be broken up, and let all spare ground be 
trenched up as soon as possible, iu order to expose it to the action 
of the weather. For land that hus been cropped with vegetables a 
dressing of fresh loam would in mauy cases be preferable to manure, 
aud where this is wanted and can be obtained, it should be procured in 
order that advantage may be taken of frosty days to wheel it on to the 
ground. Where fresh soil 
cannot be obtained, charred 
vegetable refuse, such as 
prunings of shrubberies, 
edgings of walks, and many 
things which turn up in the 
course of the season may be 
cheaply made to form an ex- 
cellent substitute. Broccoli, 
the weather, up to the pre- 
sent time, having been so 
favourable to its growth, the 
means before recommended 
should be resorted to in 
order to check it, and to pre- 
vent the frost having direct 
influence on the heart of the 

lant, Cabbage, earth it up, 
if not done, the weather now 
being’ favourable for that 
purpose, Carrots, if young 
ones are wanted early, seed 
should now be sown ona 
slight hot bed. Cucumbers, 
dung should be prepared for 
beds for early crops; it 
should be well shaken to 
pieces and mixed, as on this 
being properly performed 
depends the length of timo 
which the bed retains its 
heat. Dwarf Kidney Beans, 
another crop may now bo 
sown, if a constant succes- 
sion is required. Endive, 
take advantage of the pre- 
sent fine weather to tie-up 
and house a quantity, Peas 
and Beans, if severe frost 
should be likely to set in 
cover those that are up with 
partially-decayed leaves ; 
cinder ashes should never 
be used for this purpose, 
Radishes, every fine day 
draw off the lights entirely, 
this will give them strength 
to form roots, Beaknle, 
eontinue to cover a einall 
portion at atime. When the 
firet portion has been cut, 
and the pote taken off, cover 
the roots with a little litter 
to prevent their being in- 
jured by frost. It is the 
practice in some places to 
lay the gravel on the walks 
in a ridge, after all the 
manure is wheeled on, this 
may now be done, as it is 
not often there is much do- 
ing in the kitchen garden at 
this season. 

FRUIT GARDEN. 

Prune all kinds of fruit 
bushes, clear off the prun- 
ings, and have the ground 
manured ready for digging ; 
also take advantage of 
leisure time to thoroughly 
examine the fruit-stores, 
and remove any fruit that 
are found to be decaying. 
Of course the frost must be 
excluded from the fruit- 
room, but on no account 
use fire heat, unless the 
temperature cannot other- 
wise be kept above freezing. 
Admit air on mild days, 
especially after keeping the 
room shut for some time; 
but as the fruit will now 
yive Of but little moisture 
very little air will suffice to 
keep the atmosphere dry, 
and nomore than may be 
necessary to do thie should 
be given. Orchard trees of 
large siz6 are much neglect- 
edabout many places, the 
head being allowed to be- 

come so thick of wood that 
fruit cannot be expected, 
save from the points of the outside shoots, and, unleas accidentally 
thinned considerably below an average crop, the fruit is small and 
indifferent in quality. See that standard trees which have baon recautly 
moved or root-pruned are firmly secured against wiad, and also let any 
root-pruning or transplanting remaining to be done this season be 
executed before frosts set in. Push forward pruning, nailing, tying 
espalier trees, and similar tedious operations, as fast as the weather 
and circumstances will permit. 
FLOWER GARDEN. 

If not already dono, let all borders be neatly trimmed up for the 

winter; in doing this places intended for Dahlias, Holly-hocks, &o.,

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next summer should be prepared by deep digging and working in 
plenty of good rotten manure; there is generally as much time to 
spare now forthat kind of work as at planting time. See that the 
coarse-growing plants which may be encroaching upon their weaker 
neighbours are reduced, so as to occupy their proper places. At this 
season of the year the amateur’s attention must be directed principally 
to the effectual protection of his plants, though it must be borne in 
mind that we are very far from being the advocates of the nursing 
system which many florists adopt, the effect of which is seen in Carna- 
tions, with yellow and spotted leaves ; Auriculas and Polyanthuses, 
which at their proper blooming season will not bear a truss of flowers;

Tulips with the foliage not only cankered, but very far in advance of 
the season, &e. The great secret is to keep the planta secure in bad 
woathor, but at all other periods to Jet them bo freely exposed to the 
action of the atmospharo, so that they may grow up stiff and atrong, 
and be onabled to withstand severe weather of an ordinary character. 
Nothing ig more prejudicial to florists’ flowers than cutting winds, 
they will bear frost with impunity when unaccompanied by the rude 
wintry blast. Whencuatting winds prevail shelter is indispensable; 
and those florists who have a bed of Polyantbuses under a north-east 
hedge of Hornbeam (this we profer, as if rotaing its foliage throughout 
agreat part of tho winter), Will be able to bear testimony to its

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efficacy. Net and cover Tulip-beds with bast mats, and if possible do 
not let the surface be frozen. ‘Turn compost heaps, and expose them 
to the action of frost, &o., and use every endeavour to collect refuse 
vegetable matter for future use. 

GREENHOUSE AND CONSERVATORY. 

Although we have many beautiful plants which either bloom 
naturally at this season or require but little artificial management to 
causo them to do 80, & scarcity of flowers is, perhaps, more commonly 
experienced at this than at any other period of the year; and where 
the display is, to a large extent, dependent upon what we term forced 
plants, considerable forethought and atteation will be necessary for 
some time, in order to main- 
tain a regular supply, for 
plants are not so easily ex- 
cited into}bloom in the dead 
of winter as in the spring. 
In selecting plants or foo 
ing, every possible care 
should be exercised to 
choose such as are not likely 
to prove failures, for of 
things which are suitable 
for forcing many will bloom 
but poorly, if they are sub- 
jected to a high tempera- 
ture without having been 
allowed a sufficient time to 
recruit their energies after 
making their growth. Next 
to Camellias, Azaleas are, 
perhaps, the most showy 
ps that can be had in 

loom at this season, and, 
where there is good stock 
of these to draw upon, some 
of the most forward plants 
of the commoner varieties 
should be placed in heat at 
once, moistening them over- 
head two or three times a. 
day ; but unless plants can 
be selected which have 
made their growth and set 
their buds early in the sea- 
son, they can hardly be ex- 
pected to flower so finely as 
under more natural circum- 
stances in spring, and, un- 
less the buds are plump, 
there will be some danger 
of the plants starting into 
growth instead of flower- 
ing. Dutch bulbs should be 
largely used for present 
forcing, and where hardy 
shrubs are forced for the de- 
coration of the conserva- 
tory,theseshould be brought 
into flower as soon ae cir- 
cumstances admit; for 
although many of these 
are very showy when well 
bloomed, and  acoeptable 
enough when had in flower 
in winter, they hardly 
seem in place under glass 
in spring, after the weather 
becomes fine, and when 
more choice plants in bloom 
should be plentiful, Do 
not forget to introduce into 
gentle heat a good batch of 
Roses, choosing the most pro- 
mnising plants of Teas, Bour- 
bons,and Hybrid Perpetuals, 
which are the best kinds 
for winter flowering. Damp 
or insects soon do irrepar- 
able damage among soft- 
wooded plants at this sea- 
son, and these must be care- 
fully attended to if they are 
to be carried over the winter 
in first-rate condition. Pela- 
goniums should be kept 
rather cool and dry, giving 
whatever water muy be 
necessary On the mornings 
of fine days, so that the 
superfluous moisture may 
be dispelled before evening. 
Keep the shoots thin, rub- 
bing off such as can be 
spared; and if green fly is 
perceived upon any of the 
plants apply tobacco smoke 
at once, Herbaceous Cal- 
ceolarias require very simi- 
lar treatment, they are very 
subject to the attacks of 
thrips unless afforded a 
moist atmosphere ; and they 
must be narrowly watched 
for this enemy, and smoked 
lightly on two or three suc- 
cessive evenings if this pest makes its appearance, keeping the atmo- 
sphere moist, and giving air on overy favourable opportunity to 
prevent the foliage flagging. Cinerarias for late blooming muat alao 
be kept cool and airy. and should not be allowed to suffer for want 
of pot-room; but these should not be trusted in cold pits after this, 
for they are exceedingly impatient of frost. Forward plants of these 
intended for flowering early should be encouraged with a gentle heat, 
keeping them near the glass, and admitting air at every favourable 
opportunity. If not already done, train climbers, cutting back freely 
such plants as Passion-Flowers, and reducing the dimensions of all as 
far ag can consistently be done.—W. Kane.

The futility of attempting ta make bricks without straw has been 
determined on yery gnelent authority 3 but theatrical managers are, 
asa rule, the last persons to galn wisdom by experience, and are 
constantly attempting ta make bricks without straw. As a matter 
of curiosity, a very large number of theatre-goers will be glad of the 
opportunity given them to see Miss Herbert enact the part of Lady 
Teazle ; but of many of these, the gratification will be sorely damped 
hy the reflections which they Will surely make after witnessing the 
performance of “ The School for Scandal’? at the St. James’s Thea- 
tro. Without doubt they will readily admit that Miss Herbert is 
the best representative of the character since it was played by 
Madame Vestris ; but, that admitted, the rest of the performance 
will be suggestive of nothing but regretful recollections of a lost 
art-—the art of high comedy acting, It is really no injustice to Mr, 
and Myra, Frank Matthews—capital actors, and deservedly great 
favourites, as they are—to say that they completely fail to repre- 
sent the cbaracters of Sir Peter eazle and Mrs, Candour as 
Sheridan drew them ; nor that Mr, Walter Lacy, with all his talent, 
but with the look and bearing of & man of eight-and-forty, fails to 
reprezent tha true character of Charles Surface. Mr, Belton plays 
Joseph Surface, for the first time and, probably, not entirely by 
his own desire; at all events, he hag taken little pains to under- 
stand the character, and presents it from a farcical instead of a 
high comedy point of view. Indeed it is rather as a five-act farce, 
than as an elegant comedy, that the School for Scandal” is pre- 
sented at the St. James’s—and ‘‘there’s the pity on’t.” The actors 
anpear conscious of their own Incapacity for sustaining the play at 
its proper Jevel, and give up the attempt. As evidence of the little 
care of Mr. Walter Lacy and Mr, F, Charles for tho just present: 
ment of the ebaracters they nounnally sustain, it may be observed 
that, tyhile wearing powdered wigs, they both wear jet black mous- 
tachios. Among the minor characters the only one presented with 
anything approaching to artistic treatment is that of Moges, the 
money-lender, played by Mr. Fy Robson. ‘The whole perforatance 
of the piece, indeed, is poor in the extreme, though the brilliant 
writing, and admirably effective plot, commend incessant outbursts 
of laughter and applause. ‘the Lady Teazle of Miss Herbert is an 
elegant asaumption, bright, full of intelligence,' but too keenly edged, 
wanting something in breadth and naturalness; ib israther that of 
the fine lady exhibiting occasional trajts of naturaluess, than of the 
simply bred woman assuming the artificial airs of a fine lady of 
society. Extremely interesting ag a display of versatility, her per- 
formance cagnot be said to be in any respoct extraordinary, or calcu- 
lated to enhance her well-won reputation,

We have to record another good fight, which took place in the home district 
on Monday last, when despite a few drawbacks ever attendant upon such dis- 
plays, the affair was in the cud brought off satisfactorily.

After a journey of more than two hours, by the rail, a land- 
ing was made, but a “ blue bottle” being sighted, a long trudge across country 
was necessitated, whon at last the riag was pitched by Fred Oliver ina locality 
close to the head-quarters of the military, but only to a limited attendance of the 
latter in consequence of the patron of milling matters being away on leave. 
Old Puggey, as usual, also turned up at the right moment, with the bundle of 
straw, but we regret to say (hat he was not patronised to that extent Which 
his good services deserve. All was in readiness by half-past twelve o'clock, and 
Morris was the first to throw down the gauntlet, and soon after Bishop shied 
in his cap; Jack. Hicks and another were the second of the former, while Jack 
Baldock and Jem Hill waited upon Bishop; four good and experienced men; 
who performed their duties most admirably and in a strai htforward manner, 
No time was lost in choosing Joe Goss ag the referee, an 


woll indeed did ha 
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fill the office, acting with firmness and judgment throughout, and when neces: 
sary, not failing to ‘‘ caution ” either of the combatants ; for each in turn re:

with a will; but Morris froma the first took astrong lead, planting left and right 
on each eye. flushing them, and getting away from the return of Bishop, who 
fought wildly, and stood stifflyin the middleof the ring, allowing Morris to 
dance round andget on when he liked. The second round was a good one, each 

unching away to his heart’s content; but Morris did most execution, 
or he got his left heavily on the nose and mouth, drawing blood from the 
latter, which was claimed and allowed for Morris. In the third round, Morris 
hit his antagonist severely on the right jaw and nose with his left, am 
indeed fought Bishop all over the ring, tne latier seeming, even at this early 
stage of the game, to have all the fight taken out ofhim. Thus they kept 
on round after round, Bishop receiving the lion’s sare of punishment, which 
it must be said, he took gamely, sod only now and then succeeded in getting 
a light one ‘‘home,” for Morris, who is very clever on his legs, jobbed him 
reps. tedly on the nose and then jumped back out of harm’s way, laughing.

EXCITING SCULLERS RACE FOR £100,—WISE AND 
BARRATT, 

On Monday afternoon another of those events which always create 
an unusual amount of interest came off between a Manchester man and 
a Londoner, but, although the stake was £50 a side, certain circum- 
stances had indicated the result, and the betting fraternity were 
justified in the odds they laid. The competitors were Thomas Wise 
of Hammersmith, and Edward Barratt, of Manchester, and they ha 
engaged to row for £50 a side from Putney to Mortlake, 

Our space will not permit us to detail the previous performances of 
the two men. With respect to Wise, it is sufficient to say that with 
the exception of his first match, in which he had to succumb to Frank 
Kilsby, he has been unifurmly successful in all his engagements, and 
has won golden opinions by his straightforward and unassuming 
character. In addition to the present race, he has during the past 
year oncountered in succession ackinney, Tagg, aud Kilsby, all of 
whom he defeated without much Saree He trained, as usual, at 
the White Hart, Barnes, under the care of Mr, Willcox, and weighed on 
Saturday last 10st Glb. 

Edward Barratt hails from Manchester, and has long been regarded 
as the ‘coming man” of tho Irwell, having disposed without much 
trouble of most of hia local opponents, but with the exception of his 
recent match with Kilsby, has not figured on the Thames until 
Monday. He trained for the present affair at the Bells, Putney, 
under the care of Harry Kelly, and certainly came to the post in far 
better condition than when he rowed Kilsby ; but his style, though 

reatly improved, is still very awkward and ungainly, and contrasted 
in @ most marked manner with the clear “going” and commanding 
action of hia opponent. He scaled on the morning of the race 
10st Sib. 

Wise having won tho toss, of courze selected the Middlesex side, and 
shortly after half-past two the men took up their station for the start. 
Harry Kelly showed up the Manchester man in an eight-oared cutter, 
manned by one of the worst crews we ever saw, and steered by J, 
Sadler; while the Hammersmith representative was waited upon by 
Tom Hoare, whose cutter was piloted by J. Holden. Barratt bad his 
brother for umpire, and Mr, Willcox acted in the like capacity for Wiso, 
Mr. J, Ireland, of the L.R.C., officiating as referee. After two or three 
false starta,in which Wise manifested considerable anxiety to be off, they 
got away by mutual consent at 34 minutes past two, Barratt, who for 
the moment appeared all abroad, having decidedly the worst of it. 
Wie settled down tohis work immediately, and inless than half adozen 
strokes waa leading by ton or twelve feet, and notwithstanding all the 
efforts of his opponent, was nearly clear at the steamboat pier. They 
rowed in this position until nearing the London Boathouse, where Wise 
drew himself a good length in advance, and at Bishep’s Creek had 
cleared his opponent by several feet. He improved his advantage up to 
the point where alengthanda half separated them, it being manifesteven 
thug early that the Hammersmith man waa rowing easily within himeelf 
and, bar accident, had the race in his hands. At the Orab Tree he 
waa leading by three lengths, and maintained the same advantage 
up to Hammersmith-bridge, which was reached in 10 min 20 sec from 
the start. Nearing Chiswick Eyot, Barratt—who stuck to his work 
in gallant style throughoul—appeared to come up & trifle, but it waa 
obvious that Wise was only paddling, and could go away from him at 
any moment. Opposite Ohiswick Church about two lengths separated 
them, but on nearing Barnes Bridge, which was reached in 22 min 19 
soc, Wise put the steam on for a few strokes, and off the White Hart 
was nearly four lengths to the good. From this point he eased off, and 

addled the remainder of the distance very leisurely, ultimately passing 
the Bhip about two lengths and a half ia advance of his opponent in 
96 win 80 sec from the start. ; 

So hollow an affair calls for but little comment. It was clear from 
the first that Barratt was completely outpaced, for, although he 
struggled most gamely throughout, and hever once flinched from the 
task, his round back and jerky action seemed to prevent his work from
